A bill is in the assembly repealing the state 
prohibition and search and seizure acts, 

The bill carries a referendum. It represents in 
fact a reference to the voters of Illinois of the 
present policy of prohibition enforcement. 

The Anti- Saloon league resists the reference. 
The Anti-Saloon league respects popular self gov- 
ernment about as much as does the government 
at Moscow. It does not want the people of Illinois 
to have an opportunity to say whether they wish 
to be governed by the Anti-Saloon league and its 
conceptions of law and liberty embodied in our 
state prohibition statute and the search and seizure 
act. Perhaps a majority of the voters would up- 
hold these meastres, The Anti-Saloon league 
bosses at Springfield are not sure enough to take 
the chance. They want the laws to stand regard- 
less of how the people feel about them. 

The Declaration of Independence asserts that 
governments derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed. That fs a basic prin- 
ciple of Americanism. It is denied with force that 
the powers vested in government by the state dry 
laws have the consent of the governed. The pro- 
posal is to find out whether they have the consent 
of the governed. That is what the referendum 
is for and if the legislature respects the American 
principle of self government it will not be bullied 
by the Anti-Saloon league into refusing the people 
a chance to speak.

“ Neither the churches nor the so- 
cial agencies alone are the cure-all for 
our social and economic evils,“ said 
Dr. Bickham. “The same age that 
produced great revivals of religion in 
the past also produced great scientists 
and we need the help of both in sav- 
ing the childhood of the city and in 
preventing the exploitation of the poor.

“ Chicago’s metropolitan center is to
